solution ratifying the

several city officers who contracted the 
bills, approving all the. official 
acts 


had thereto, and authorizing the pay- 
ment of the bills seriatim from the va- 
lous funds against which they 
are 


chargeable. An. ordinance was 
also 


passed to print to the same effect. 


Judge Nusbaumer, representing the 


Water 
Company, stated 
that 
this 


course was taken to meet the technical 
objections of the Auditor, who rested 
his refusal to approve the demands up- 
on the ground that the Council had 
never authorized anybody,.to contract 
the billR. had never authorized their 
payment In the manner required by.the 
charter, and could not leg-ally author- 
ize the payment of -demands exceeding 
Jf.OO in other ways than by ordinance. 
The bills aggregated nearly $27,000, but 
they were against several 
different 


funds, and are for sums ranging from 
a few dollars up to $10,0-10. Although 
they 
ave 
specifically for 
only 
ten 


months they embrace payment for all 
the water furnished the city during- the 
entire fiscal year just closed, as the 
Water Company donated the Mfiy and 
June bills to the school fund. 


Edward McGary, Secretary for the 


Contra Costa Company, testified that 
the bills were made 
out for 
water 


actually furnished the city on requisi- 
tion of its various departments, 
and 


that the charges were in accordance 
with the 'schedule of rates embodied 
in the water ordinance adopted by the 
last Council. 


Dornin made his customary state- 


ment that the bills were honest claims 
against the city and should be paid 
as a prelude to voting against the re- 
solution. He based his objection 
to 


the resolution on the -passage approv- 
ing- the acts of all the city officials in 
regard to conlractlng the water bills 
and authorizing the payment thereof
